If formation of the district is 
approved, the directors will be- 
gin plans to eventually develop 
a distribution system. An engin- 
eer would be employed to develop 
‘Jong range’ plans for taking 
the water to every parcel of 
land within the district. All of the 
area in western part of the county 
is a member of the Metropolitan 
Water district but the proposed 
Cucamonga district would result 
in placing of distribution lines, 

“There is very little question 
but what the annual demand for 
water in our area is” greater 
than the annual supply,” Mr.

For the edification of others

It's closer to Upland than any 
other citv and the people out 
there refer to their home as 
being in East Upland.’ 

“That’s anemic thinking,’ he 
argued. ‘‘We people in Cuca- 
monga are planning for our own 
future and these plans include 
absolutely no schools for Upland. 
This school is to be supported 
by Cucamonga tax. payers for 
Cucamonga children.’’

“Upland Churches To Close”: 
Yo Place To Worship In Community 


“All the Upland Churches Are Going To Close...” 
That.might be a headline in this newspaper. 

least. we were challenged recently to announce that this 
‘community would be churchless; that from this date on, all 
churches here would be non-existant and everyone here 
| Would face the future without the Privilge of having places 
gin which to worship. 
Would you like it? Would this be the kind of community 
|}im which you would want to live and rear your families? 
Would you miss the churches and their services? Would you, 
real estate people, be able to sell building lots and houses if 
your prospects knew this was a churchless community? 

Or, do the churches really mean much to you, Mr. and 
Mrs. Upland? 

Sometimes we think the big majority of people are uncon- 
cerned_about churches. Look around at the empty pews 
every Sunday and you might get that impression. Generally 
speaking. this is regarded as a “church community.” Perhaps 
it is true. Of course, at Easter time and during the Christmas 
season, most local churches are crowded. At other times, 
only’ a few of them are really filled. 

It is easy for people to join a protestant church—and then 
use the church and worship services only as it is convenient. If 
it were more difficult to join and more a privilege to attend, 
church membership might really mean more. Take the ser- 
vice clubs and lodges, for example. In some cases, failure 
to attend means dismissal. - Failure to pay a definite schedule 
of dues, of course, is certain to bring immediate disqualifica- 
tion. 

Not so with a church. You can join, attend when you 
wish and pay when it is convenient, or when you have a few 
pennies, nickels and dimes left over. 

The fact your name is on a membership roll of a church 


“good thing” to have your name go listed. 

Supposing it were true, however, that all the churches in 
Upland were going to close and this would be a churchless 
community? 

Personally, we would not like it. We don’t believe anyone 
would, 

That being the case, isn't there something we as laymen 
should do about it? Isn’t there individual responsibility and 
loyalty to support the church of our choice? Isn't there an 
opportunity to help give influence for the right? If churches 
really do mean something to us individually, every member 
is faced with a challenge. 

Church attendance is a real problem in this so-called 
“church-going” community. 

Combined seating capacity of all the Upland churches is 
less than 3,200. 

Anyone can visualize what would be the situation in the 
church buildings if all local church members were in the ser- 
vices at the same time. There would be enough accommo- 
dations for only about one fourth of the members. 

As it is, however, there is plenty of room every Sunday in 
almost all of the local protestant churches. There are a few 
exceptions. 

In no instance, however, is there any need for two worship 
services to accommodate the crowds. Not enough church 
members are in attendance to justify regular dual services. 

Population in this community has doubled in recent years, 
What has happened to the church attendance? We know of 
one church in which the average Sunday attendance is less 
today than it was seven years ago. 

Someone described one of the local churches as a “Sleep- 
ing Giant.” We concur in that description. We believe it is 
time to awaken that giant, to Put more power into our 
churches and to make religion more vital in the life of every 
church member here. 

We do not believe the fault of poor attendance records lies 
entirely with the laymen. 

Surely, the loyalty of members is vital. Also necessary is 
the presentation of a very wholesome, inspiring and deeply 
spiritual program by every minister and church leader. 

this modern age, every individual has many, many 
calls on his time, many diversions, many opportunities to do 
something besides attend church services Sunday morning. 
It is so easy to accept the theory: “I can worship God while 
motoring, while golfing and being out-of-doors.” That may 
be. true. 
‘The point is the ministers and all church leaders are faced 
ith terrific “competition” —and the worship programs must 
be unusually dynamic to win the interest, time and devotion 
of church members and all other individuals. 

‘We realize a protestant minister has a very, very im- 
portant — and a very, very difficult role. He is the leader af 
people with many different religious and social backgrounds, 
experiences anl views. His appearance in the pulpit, how- 
ever, with a dynamic, inspiring, motivating, and forceful 
message will draw into the churches many members and 
many..other people. 

_No, Upland will never be without churches. 

You will not permit that. It is timely, however, to discuss 
the religious phase of life in our community. Surely, the ac- 
tive laymen and the ministers face q great challenge, today, 
and in the years ahead.

I seem to sense that millions 
of people live year after year 
without meat.

I have 
lived in their temples for weeks 
at a time, and thrived on their 
vegetable diet. So, why. worry 
about the price our shops are 
forced to charge?
